COL. SAMUEL M. JACKSON,

Colanel Samuel Jackson, the Republi-
ecandidate for State Treasurer, was bhorn
on a farm near Apolio, Pa, September
24th, 1830, He wis reared st lis birth-
place, and at tho age of sixteen ontored
Jacksonville Academy, at Jacksonville,
Indianna connty, Pa,, but before com-
ploting his course, the death of his father
compelled him to leave school and aban-
don his contemplated liboral woademical
oidnontion,

Atnvory early age Colonel Jackison
displayed an active interest in milltary
alfuirs, and when only thirteen he was
enrolled ne a drummer boy na company
of the State Militia, evincing in child-
hood those tnlents which wore afterwards
of incaleuiable value to his Country In
the hour of her sour distress, For effi-
clont service he was promoted, step by
stop, until he recelved a Caplain’s com-
mission, and when the dark clouds of
reballion broke in their tinitorons wrath
Captain Jackson was one of the first to
proffer bis sorvices in the groat struggle
to maintain ono flag und a united coun-
try. He recruited Company G, or the
Apollo Independent Blues, of the Eley-
enth Peonnsylvania Reserves and was
commissioned its Captain when it was
mustered into servies, His signal abill-
ty n& a soldier could not long remain un-
notieed,  On July 2nd, 1861, ho was made
Major of his regiment; on Octobor 28th,
hio was promoted the office of Lisutenant
Colonel, and on April 10th, 1562, hardly a
year after he lirst donned the blue, ho re-
enlved tho sword and eommission of a
Colonel. The talents of the man were so
marked, his character no dintinguislied,
that advancoment in the sorvice was ax
steady and nntural as the flow of the ir-
resistable tide. At the head of a brave
Regiment ho proved himself n gallant
offiver, und through the whole of his
thres yesrs' servieo was a consplelous
figure in all the campaigos in whioh his
Roglment was summoned to duty. At
the battles Gaines' Mill, Second Bull
Run, South Mountain, Antietam, Fred-
ricksburg, Geitysburg, Wilderness,
Spottsylvania Court House, and Bethes-
da Church, Colonel Jackson and his Reg-
iment showed the fighting worth of
Pennsylvania blood, rendering particalar
distinguished service at South Mountain,
Fredricksburg, Gettysburg and the
Wildeiness, At Spoltysvania he com-
manded his Bragade and so well and
#0  ably did bhe bear himsell in
this battle that he was breveted a Briga-
dler General for his gallant conduot.
But it was at Gettysburg that Colonel
Jackson so ominently displayod his keen-
ness of judgment, and powers of com-
mand. On the second day's fight his
Regiment, just arrived on the battle field,
lay in the front of the slope Little Round
Top, overlooking that terrible valley of
denth from which the Third Corps Lind
been driven back. The supports sent to
thoe relief of third were fearfully broken,
thoe enemy flushed with the sucoess, was
steadlly advauecing with a terrible and
resolute purpose to carry the hill, Mo-
monis, then, woro as vital as hours, their
Was 00 tine o await orders from super-
iors, snd Colonel Jackson, quitk to see
und reallze the danger of delay, on his
own responsibility ordered his regiment
forward, and was at once followed by
the commands in his rear, Down the
slopa thoy charged, and hurling them-
selves like thunderbolts on the columns
of the advancing enomy, they fought
fool by foot back avross the Valley of
Doath, rogaining the entire field so nosr-
Iy and irretrievably lost.

At the battle of the Wilderness he
again displayod his sigual ability to com-
mand, and his ready power to meet an
smergency, however trying. While
commanding both bis own and the see-
cond Regiment, he finally found himselt
cut off from bis Division by a strong
torce of the enemy. Thus isolated from
the Union forces and sorrounded by a
confident fos, the situation presented but
one of two alternatives—death or surren-
dor ! But Colonel Jackson never lasrned
how to surrender ; the chance of cutting
his way through the enemy’'s lnes, des-
petute though it was, was promptly ac-
cepted, aud at the head of his troops
with San  unequaled valor, they broke
through the rebel forces, and by a cir-
cultous route reached the Union front,
where for soveral hours they had boen
given up for Jost.

During three years of active, hard ser-
vies, Colonel Jucksun won the confidence
und respoct of bis superiors and the es-
tocin and wdmiration of all within bis
command, and when mustored out he
relurned to his home and the quiet pur-
sults of & business life, To keep warm-
er aud more vivid the memories of his
soldier life, s comrieships and nast
dangers, Colonel Jackson allled himself
with Whitworth Post No, 80, G, A, R., of
Apollo; Encampwmnent No, 1, U. V. L.,
Pitsburg, and the Pennsylvaula Com-
mandery of the Loyal Legion. For
some time afler the close of the war he
wits engaged In the oll business in Ve
nango couoty, but in 1869 returned to his
native connty of Armstrong and was in
the same your olocted to the State Legia.
lature, and re-vlected the mllowing yonr,
In this position, as in every other that
Colonel Jackson bas filled, both wmilitary
ond aivil, he won the confidence of those
whotw he served that, four yoars later,
hie was elocted to represant the 418t Sen-
atorial distriet, composod of the counlies
| of Armatrong and Butler in the State
| Senute, AL the close of his term of offlco
bo was ngain honored by the offer of re-
nowination, which e felt compolled o
decline,

In 1571 ho was instrumental In organie-
ing the Apollo Savings Bank, of which
he flled the responsible position of cashs

for untll April, 1852, when President Ar-
| thur sppoitted him Collgetor of Intarnal

Hevenno for the 234 distriot, e assam-
od tho duties of this offies on Joly 1,
1552, sorving ontil July 1, 188, whon
the firmt Cloveland sdminlstration came
into power. In September of the same
yoar he was olocted President of the
Apollo Savings Bank, which place he
has fillad up to the present tino,

In the many positions of grave respon-
sibility and trost to which Colonel Jack-
son has been called, he proved himsell
warthy of the confidenca roposed in him,
As asoldler, he was obedient and Lirave |
as an offleer gallant and fearless; ns o
logisiator consomentions and wise, His
private life is withont =pot or blemish.
Those who know him best, his friends
and nefghbors, all spoak of his affability,
hid Kindness, his gonorosity and his man-
lHupss, He Is n type of manhood in
which the best American eitizonship is
exemplified, and v seleoting him as a
candidate for the highly rosponsible pos-
ition of State Treasurer, the Republican
pacty has mado a wine and happy cholee,
To lis duties he will bring a ripo exper-
lence, a mature wisdom and a moral
firmness that will insure thelr fithial
